DESCRIPTION 

Trade Literature Relating to Marshall Thermocouples 
This literature shows admitted prior art thermocouples 
including thermocouple wires which are kept insulated from each 
other and from a surrounding metal sheath by a hard fired 
ceramic insulator having an outer diameter less than the inner 
diameter of the sheath to permit the insulator and thermocouple 
wires to be easily inserted into the sheath. The tip of the 
sheath is crimped onto the ends of the thermocouple wires to 
form the thermocouple junction.
